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At the coming election, November 5, 
the people of Illinois will have an op- 
portunity to vote for a state bond issue 
for the purpose of building a state-wide 
system' of 4,800 miles of permanent 
roads, reaching into every county of 
the'State, .connecting practically every 
county seat.and placing 86 per cent of 
the people within five miles of a good, 
hard-surfaced road, the entire cost of 
which will be paid out of automobile 
license fees, without a dollar of general 
taxation. 

Such a system of roads ia possible 
within five years after construction is 
begun, if bonds are issued against the 
automobile license fees, whereas it will 
take twenty years to complete it with- 
out the use of bonds and a uniform and 
Connected % system would not be pos- 
sible. 
%s So far this year over 385,000 cars 
have been' registered. At the average 
fee now established by law, this num- 
)er of cars, will yield more than enough 
i^ito pay the entire annual cost, bonds 
and interest, soy nothing about the in- 
crease of new. cars. These roads will 
be maintained entirely by the State, 
and the cost paid from Burplus automo- 
bile fees. 

Governor Lowden has unequivocally 
stated that no bonds will be issued and 
"no roada built until after the war. No 
bonds can be issued except as 'the funds 
are needed to pay for construction. 
Wote the bonds now; sell the bonds 
and begin construction immediately 
after we win the war," is the Gover- 
. nor's message to every voter. 

The Illinois Farmer's Institute has 
repeatedly gone on record as favoring 
a comprehensive and uniform system of 
permanent state roads.' At its last an- 
nual meeting held in Bloomingtbn, on 
February. 19 21, 1918, . the following 
resolution was unanimously adopted: 

"Whereas, The State Legislature has 
submitted for consideration at the gen- 
eral election in November, a 60-million 
dollar bond Jssue for the purpose of 
constructing a state-wide system -of 
surfaced roads, the cost of retiring such 
bond? to be met from the automobile 
license feea, and 

"Whereas, The Governor has stated 
that if this bond issue is authorized he 
will not issue the bonds until the close 
of the war, when materials and labor 
will be cheaper and when an undertak- 
ing of'thls character can be.commenced 
to advantage; therefore, 
• "Be it Resolved, That we favor the 
approval of this bond issue by the voters 
of the State, in order that we may be- 
gin a comprehensive state-wide system 
of highways that will be usable at all 
seasons and in all weather." 

(Similar resolutions were adopted by 
the Household Science Department of 
the State Farmers' Institute, the wo- 
men unanimously favoring the approval 
of this road bond issue.) 

A majority of all the votes cast at 
the election is required for the adoption 
of this bond issue. Failure to vote is a 
vote against it. Vote the bonds now 
and build the roads immediately after 
the' war. It will help boost employ- 
ment and boom ' industry when peace 
comes. 

Remember, the road ballot, Novem- 
ber 5.

With the 
boxes complete instructions regarding 
the articles which may be sent will be 
given. 

Only one package for each soldier 
will be' accepted by the war department. 
Every man in the expeditionary forces 
has, received one label and- has been 
directed to send it to the person from 
whom he wishes to receive a Yuletlde 
parcel. These labels will be received 
in the course of a few days and ar- 
rangements should be made to prepare 
the Christmas boxes without delay. 

Parcels that do not carry this label 
will not be accepted and none- will be 
accepted after Nov. 20. 

When you receive the label go to 
the Red Cross for the , box and its ac- 
companing instructions.

CHECK KEPT ON PLOWS 



Women to Help Provide 
Orphanage for this County 



A number of farmers and other in- 
terested parties from this section went 
to the Curtiss farm in the town of 
Salem last Saturday for the big tractor 
plowing, demonstration arranged by 
County Agent Richards. Over 2,000 
farmers watched the tractors in opera- 
tion. 

Each tractor was given two acres of 
sod land to plow and at 1 o'clock Mr. 
Richards rode to the center of the field 
on his white pony and unfurled Old 
Glory as the' starting signal. It re- 
minded one of a race for the tractors 
seemed to leap forward when the signal 
was given. 

A careful check was kept to see that 
the plows kept at the required depth of 
7 inches and on the fuel consumption. 
The tank of each tractor was drained 
and filled with fuel from the same 
source. When they had finished, the 
amount of fuel required to refill the 
tank was measured accurately as this 
was the amount used to plow two 
acres. *

Forty-Eight Years Since 
Illinois Revised Constitution 

In New Hampshire the question of a 
Constitutional convention i a submitted 
to the people every seven years; in 
Iowa every ten years; Michigan . every 
sixteen years; in New York, Ohio and 
Maryland. every twenty years. It has. 
been forty-eight years since the ques- 
tion has been submitted to the people 
of Illinois. "Every generation should 
be permitted to accommodate to the 
circumstances in which it finds itself, 
that which it has received from its 
predecessors." Illinois, third Btate in 
the Union, should have a Constitution 
that is a model for other states. 

Oa the fifth of November, next the 
voters of Illinois will. have an opportun- 
ity the like of which they may not have 
again for decades— an opportunity to 
say whether or not there shall be a 
convention; an opportunity to make 
the Btate ready for the adoption of a 
Constitution at the close of the world- 
war by having the machinery created 
and the convention organized, giving to 
Illinois the position of a pioneer in 
moulding in constitutional expression, 
sound and safe policies in harmony with, 
the new order of things and conform- 
ing to the urgent demands of progress. 
Constitutions are made by the people. 
A favorable vote on the Constitutional 
Convention proposition, to be submitt- 
ed at the election November 5, means 
that the next legislature will call an 
election for one hundred and two dele- 
gates, two from each of the fifty-one 
Senatorial Districts. These delegates 
will Bit in convention and alter, amend 
or revise the constitution and then sub- 
mit their conclusions to the people and 
the people will vote to accept or reject 
them. The people rule in the making 
of constitutions'under our form of gov- 
ernment.

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The Kaiser Defends German 
Methods. 
The kaiser was always very careful 
■about everything which might affect 
'his health, , and- even after the war 
started, when his attention- .was natu- 
rally occupied by many pressing prob- 
lems, he (lid not neglect his teeth, but 
•came to me as N regularly.as he had al- 
ways done. 

Of this I was very glad, because It 

: gave me an opportunity to draw the 

kaiser oat on mnuy'of the interesting 

• questions which the war suggested 

.and which I found him always ready 

to discuss. 'Perhaps the fact that I 

was an American led the kaiser to 

greater lengths In his justification of 

■German war methods and measures 

than he might otherwise have thought 

■necessary. 

The first time I saw the kaiser after 
•the war started was about August 10, 
1914. Between eleven and twelve 
•o'clock the night before, I had been 
•notified by telephone that the kaiser 
•would like me to attend him at the 
Berlin palace the following morning 
<at nine o'clock. He was about to make 
Tils first visit to the front and wanted 
:hls teoth examined before he went 

The work I had to do for hlra was 
nothing of n serious character and did 
not occupy more than twenty minutes. 
One of his valets stood by to give me 
aiiy assistance I might need, but left 
the room when I was through. 

"Have you been reading in the pa- 
pers, Davis," the kaiser asked when we 
were alone, "how our soldiers have 
been treated by the Belgians?" 

I said I had not had a chance to 
•read the papers that morning." 

"Well, you must certainly read them. 
They've been gouging out the eyes of 
our wounded and mutilating my men 
•horribly! They call It modern, civi- 
lized warfare. That's savagery! I 
hope your president Is taking notice 
-of these atrocities." 

Of course I was In no position to 
-contradict the kaiser's assertions, as 
I was not. in possession of any of the 
facts, but I learned afterward that 
four American newspaper correspond- 
ents had scoured Germany from one 
end of the country to the other in an 
, effort to run down these reports. They 
left no rumor uninvestigated, no mat- 
• ter how far they had to travel to ver- 
ify It When they had finally exhaust- 
ed every clue and followed every lead 
they had not found a single case to 
justify the charge the kaiser had made 
.against the Belgians and which, of 
course, the Inspired German press con- 
tinued to report from day to day. 

The object of these lies was to jus- 
tify the outrages which the Germans 
were committing in their plan to ter- 
rorize the Inhabitants of the countries 
they were overrunning. According to 
reports the activities of franc-tlreurs 
In the occupied territories were met 
/by the Germans with the most bar- 
'baric punishments, crucifixion and 
:slmllar atrocities being very common. 
Undoubtedly the kaiser was aware of 
•what his soldiers were doing, and to 
-defend their conduct he lent a ready 
• ear to the unfounded charges made 
. against the Belgians. 
I "I have already framed a message 
•Which I Intend sending to your presi- 
dent regarding the use of dumdum 
bullets by the Belgians and French," 
the kaiser went on. "We have ample 
proof to establish this charge not only 
In the character of the wounds suffered 
by my soldiers but In the shape of un- 
used cartridges which we found in the 
•captured forts." 

Strangely enough, the kaiser sent 

•off his protest to President Wilson 

about the same day that President 

Polncare forwarded a N similar protest 

•based upon the use of dumdum bullets 

•by the Germans. 

Regarding the violation of Belgium's 
neutrality, the kaiser was able to of- 
.-fer no reasonable argument The fact 
^that he was willing to pay Belgium for 
•permission to nllow his armies to go 
-through that country was apparently 
•sufficient Justification In his eyes for 
-taking by force what Belgium refused 

;to sell. 

"How foolish of Belgium to have re- 
sisted us!" he declared, in tills con- 
nection. "Had they consented to let 
ns walk through we would have paid 
for everything— every thing t Not a 
hair of their heads would have been 
ttouched and Belgium today would be 
In the same happy financial condition 
• chat Luxembourg Is." 

At a subsequent Interview we re- 
ferred to Belgium again, and the kal- 
.»er alleged that Japan had violated 
the neutrality of China when sho sent 
troops through Chinese territory to 
seize Klao-Chau. 

"It is all right for the allies to do 

these things," he commented sarcas- 

Uy, "but when Germany does them 

•land rises up In righteous Indlg- 

ion. The hypocrites! Why. we 



more positive proof against them. Tho 
Belgians were simply England's tools !". 
•Some of the arguments the -kaiser 
raised In his discussions with me re- 
garding the war were', so. weak..' and 
untenable that one might well doubt 
his sincerity In urging them, but I 
shnll give them for what they- are 
worth. 

"They refer to us, as the HunsH the 
kaiser observed bitterly. . "If your 
people could see what the .Russians 
have dono In tho Bukowlna and east- 
ern Prussia they would know then 
who are the real Huns ! ' They de- 
stroyed everything they could lay 
their hands on. In one of my shoot- 
ing lodges which the Cossacks entered 
they even knocked out the teeth of the 
boars' heads which hung on tho walls 1 
With knives they cut out the covers of 
my chairs. They had special- fire 
bombs which they threw on peaceful 
villages. • These bombs had been con- 
structed In pence times and were de- 
signed solely for pillage and destruc- 
tion. 

"Instead of treating their soldiers 
ns prisoners of war we should have 
strung them up by the neck— every 
one of theml" 

Several prominent Poles, who were 
patients of mine and whose fine es- 
tates in Poland were looted and de- 
molished, told me positively that the 
destruction and depredations were 
committed entirely by German troops. 
The Russians had occupied the houses 
when they were In possession of that 
section of the country, but It was not 
until they were driven out by the Ger- 
mans that the nets of vandalism were 
committed and they had convincing 
evidence that In every case the Ger- 
man soldiers and not tho Russians 
were responsible. 

The outrages committed by the Ger- 
mans In their treatment of prisoners 
of war will probably never be known 
In their entirety. We do know that 
they executed Captain Fryatt, the 
commander of a British merchant ves- 
sel, who was captured after he had 
rammed a German U-boat I don't 
know to what extent the kaiser was 
directly responsible for that dastardly 
crime, hut from what he said regard- 
ing the capture of another British cap- 
tain, the commander of the Baralong, 
It was quite evident that he was In 
entire sympathy with acts of that 
character. 

A German U-boat had sunk a Brit- 
ish vessel upon which were some of 
the relatives of the crew of the Bara- 
long. The crew of this U-boat was 
subsequently enptured by tho Bara- 
long, and according to reports in Ger- 
mnny they were harshly treated. Then 
It was reported that tho Baralong hod 
been captured and that her captain 
nnd the crew would be summarily 
dealt with. 

"I hear wo have captured the cap- 
tain of the Baralong," the kaiser de- 
clared to me at that time. "If we can 
prove that he's the man we'll fix him I" 
The manner In which the kaiser 
spoke left no doubt In my mind that 
the direst punishment would be meted 
out to the unfortunate British captain. 
Booty is undoubtedly a legitimate 
Incident of war, but It is legitimate 
only ns an Incident Otherwise booty 
becomes loot In any event, when In- 
vading troops seize private property It 
is customary to pay for it That the 
Germans were good takers but poor 
payers is revealed by two Incidents 
which the kaiser nurrnted to me, nnd 
tho keen enjoyment he derived from 
them can bo fully understood only by 
those who know how much tho knlser 
appreciates getting something for 
nothing. 

"Roumnnla wanted our gold for food 
products," he told me. "They demand- 
ed pure gold and they set enormous 
prices on their wares ; but we needed 
what they had to sell and we wcro 
ready to pay even tho outrageous 
prices they demnnded. And then they 
foolishly declnrcd war against us and 
we got it all for nothing! When I 
spoke to Hlndenburg about the con- 
templated campaign against Roumn- 
nla he said, This will be a very Inter- 
esting campaign.* It was. We got all 
wo wanted and didn't have to pay a 

penny for it." J , 

The kaiser beamed all over as ho 
contemplntcd tho results of Rouma- 
nian entry In tho war. 

When the German troops entered 
Tarnapol, Russia, at a later time they 
captured vast quantities of Amcrlcnn- 
raade hospltnl supplies. 

"Wo were just figuring what this 
seizure amounted to, and my army 
doctors were strutting around ns If 
they owned the world," declared tho 
kaiser, "when one of my officers was 
approached by a group of long-haired, 
greasy Jews, who claimed that these 
supplies belonged to them. They are 
our private property ; wo bought them 
nnd wo should bo compensated If you 
seize them,' thoy contended. 'Did you 



buuly, and We got thein all roi noth- 
ing T ; ' 
• I did not know at that time that tho 
German army lacked medical supplies, 
but later I saw paper bandages In use. 
I have previously referred to the 
kaiser's defense of the use of Zeppe- 
lins against Paris, London and other 
nonmllltary cities. He claimed that It 
was proper to make war on civilians, 
because England was endeavoring to 
starve Germany. On one occasion I 
pointed out to him that In 1870 the 
Germans hnd besieged Paris and had 
starved its population. 

."The cases are entirely different," 
he answered hastily. "Then we were 
besieging a city and the civilian pop- 
ulation had plenty of opportunity to 
evneuate It before the siege began. 
England is besieging a" whole nation 
and trying to starve my women nnd 
children, who have nothing to do with 

war. 

I couldn't help thinking of the 
"whole nations", which had been ab- 
solutely crushed under the kaiser's 
h ee l—of Belgium, Seryla and Poland. 
The knlser never admitted that the 
destructioa of the Lusltanla wns a re- 
sult of special instructions from him 
to the U-boat commander, but In dis- 
cussing the general subject of subma- 
rine wnrfare he asked : 

"What- right have Americans. to take 
passage on these vessels, anyway? If 
they came onto the battlefield they 
would not expect us to stop firing, 
would they? Why should they expect 
nny greater protection when .they en- 
ter the war zone nt sea? 

"Don't ever forget," he went on, "a 
bullet from a pistol would bo enough 
to sink one of our U-bonts. How can 
we stop and board vessels we encoun- 
ter to ascertain whether they are neu- 
tral and not carrying contraband? If 
what appears to be a neutral should 
in fact prove to be n belligerent, or If 
n belligerent should heave- to In re- 
sponse to the- command of one of our 
submarines, how could we safely send 
a boarding party over when a rifle 
shot from the vessel in question would 
send us to the bottom?. Obviously if 
America persists In sending munitions 
to the allies, there Is but one thing 
for us to do — sink the vessels." 

When I suggested that while the 
vulnerability of the submarine un- 
doubtedly lessened Its value in con- 
nection with the right of senrch which 
belligerents have under international 
law, still the law ought to be ob- 
served, the kaiser Interrupted mo has- 
tily with the remark: 

"International law! There Is no 
such thing ns international law any 

morel" 

In that assertion, of course, lies the 
answer to all the questions which have 
arisen In connection with the conduct 
of the wnr. If the Germans recog- 
nized ho International law but were 
guided solely by their Ideas of expedi- 
ency and tho demands of "kultur," 
then the whole course of the war be- 
came perfectly clear. The use of poi- 
sonous gas, the destruction of unfor- 
tified- towns, the desecration of 
churches, the attacks on hospitals and 
Rod Cross units, tho countless atroci- 
ties committed against civilians nnd 
prisoners of war require no other ex- 
planation. . 
No such' thing ns international law 

any morel 



earth could now interfere with tho ex- 
ecution of tho program. 

How firmly the knlser was wedded 
to tho dynastic idea and how deeply 
he abhorred the spirit, of democracy 
was revealed throughout tho .whole 
course of his life, and In his conversa- 
tions with me ho frequently gave ex- 
pression to views which disclosed how 
thoroughly he believed in the "divine 
right of kings." 

I suw hlra shortly after Wilsons 
election In 1012. 

"What will America . ever accomplish 
with a professor at Its > head?" he 
asked, Bncerlngly. "Davis, , your coun- 
try will never be truly great until It 
becomes a monarchy!" 
. On another occasion ho sneered at 
conditions in England. 

"Look at Engl nnd "today," ho re- 
marked. "She is /ruled by Lloyd 
George, a socialist! Why, Englnnd Is 
virtually a republic, as bad as France ! 
What's become of the king of Eng- 
land? One never hears of him any 
more! Why « doesn't ho assert him- 
self?" The tone of disgust with which 
he gave vent_to these sentiments was 
more significant, perhaps, than the 
words used might imply. 

"Your president Is trying to over- 
throw me nnd my family from the 
throne of Germany by his notes," he 
commented bitterly, when I saw him 
shortly after the publication of the 
president's reply to the pope, "but ho 
little understands how loynl nre my 
people and now futile his efforts will 
prove. They held meetings recently 
nil over the empire, in every city and 
villnge, nnd showed their alleglanco 
to me in no uncertain way, and your 
president received the answer from 
my people that he deserved l" I won- 
dered whether the kaiser was unaware 
of tho fact that all these meetings

have done. m . 

"They are trying to force their rot 
ten form of democratic government on 
Greece," ho declared fiercely. Tho 
way they have treated my poor sister... 
the queen of Greece, Is a shame and a 
disgrace. . They talk about our inva- 
sion of Belgium, but their nctloas In 
Greece lire infinitely worse. I hnve 
studied the English people for twenty- 
five years, and they always try to 
cover their acts 'with religion and the 
talk of benefits to civilization nnd hu- 
mnulty, but, hypocrites thnt they are, 
they continue to grab all they can get 
their hands on just the samel" 

The, fact thnt Greeco had a treaty 
with Serbia which required her to take 
up arms if Serbia were attacked ami 
that she had failed to ■ meet her obli- 
gations in that respect was naturally 
of no significance to the kaiser,- to 
whom treaties were but scraps of .pa- 
per. 

The keynote of the kaiser's military 
program lay In the fact that he real- 
ized that It was necessary for him to 
win in order to hold' his throne. I feel 
quite sure that If the allies were wil- 
ling to concede to Germany all the ter- 
ritory she has conquered— Belgium, 
Serbia, Poland, Roumanla, Russia and 
part of France, nnd restore all her col- 
onies, upon condition that the kaiser 
step down from the throne, he would 
reject tho proposition without a mo- 
ment's hesitation. 

"Your country would like to make a 
republic out of Germnny," he com- 
mented, "a republic like France, per- 
haps, going down and down all the 
time— a country ruled by lawyers!" 
And he mentioned half a dozea of the 
great French statesmen who were 
members of tho legal profession. 'It's 
a sad tiling for a country when It gets

Democracy's Worst Enemy. 
The great military machine which 
the knlser had built up during the first 
2G yenrs of his reign "for tho purpose 
of malntnlnlng pence" was constantly 
itching for war. There was a feeling 
among the militarists that while it 
was nil right for the knlser to assume 
the role of the "Prince of Peace" dur- 
ing tho period of preparation, It^was 
possible to overplay the part He so 
frequently referred to the fact that 
his solo purpose in maintaining a large 
army and navy was to maintain peace 
that the wnr lords of Germany began 
to fear that perhaps ho might mean It. 
The murder of the Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand, the successor .to the Aus- 
trian throne, nnd his wife by a Ser- 
bian on June 29, 101-1, gave Germany 
the excuse for -which sho hnd been 
waiting so long to start a European 
conflagration and found Austria as 
anxious for wnr as her ally. 

But even had Emperor Franz Joseph 
shown reluctance to plunge his nntlon 
Into wnr and had Austria refused to 
chastise Serbia for the murder of the 
Archduke I doubt very much whether 
the knlser would have allowed that 
event to have gone unavenged. , 

It touched him in one of his most 
vulnerable spots. The sanctity of roy- 
alty is one of his most cherished ldens. 
lie felt sponsor for the monarchies 
of the world, as wo feel sponsor for 
the democracies. A thrust at a throne 
was a stab at tho kaiser's heart, and 
with. or without the co-operntlon of 
Austria I firmly believe ho would have 
gone to any lengths to have avenged 
the crime of Sarajevo. 

It Is true that the kaiser sent a 
message to the czar of Ilussla In 
which he pointed out thnt Austria 
ought to bo allowed to chastise Serbia 
without Interference from the other 
European powers, remarking, "We 
princes must hold together," but there 
enn be no doubt that that was very 
far from the outcome denrest to his 
heart. If, indeed, the punishment of 
Serbia* had been nccomplishcd with- 
out war the knlser would have been n 
most disappointed man, nnd it Russia 
hnd failed to mobilize her troops, 
which' gave Germany n pretext for 
crossing the Russian border, I haven't 



the slightest doubt that- Germany 



would havo prodded/ Russia In^o wnr, 
nnywny. knowing that Franco would 
follow. "Dcr Tng'f (the day) had 
come for which Germnny hud been 
planning and plotting, and nothing an 



and their useful agent, the press, or 
whether ho was once again making, 
use of his histrionic ability. 

Although Germany is regarded ns 
the cradle of socialism, to the kaiser 
It was a cancer which was slowly eat- 
ing away the foundations of his em- 
pire and he viewed 1U progress with 
the direst misgivings. 

Before the war ho steadfastly re- 
fused to receive a depuration of so- 
cinllsts nnd never once gave nn audi- 
ence to the leaders of the socialist 
party In the rclchstag, although the 
heads of committees of all the other 
political parties were at times re- 
ceived In conference. 

While the relchstag was little' more 
tlran a children's debating society, the 
growth nnd increnslng power of the 
socialistic party, which wns constantly, 
clnmorlng for the reform vote, could 
not be Ignored, nnd no doubt had a 
great deal to do with the militarists' 
anxiety not to postpone the wnr too 
long. 

After mobilization was ordered, 
however, the kaiser decided to recede 
from his position somewhat, nnd from 
the bnlcony of the palace in Berlin, in 
front of which nn enormous crowd 
had gathered, he declared significant- 
ly: "I recognize no parties. We are 
now all Germans." 

If anyone Imagines, however, thnt 
his kowtowing to the socialists in this 
Instance was evidence of a permanent 
change of henrt, he little appreciates 
how deeply rooted Is the kaiser's ab- 
horrence of socialism and democracy. 
Indeed, one of the principal things the 
kaiser hoped to nccompllsh by prose- 
cuting the war to a triumphant con- 
clusion wns the blow It would deal to 
socialistic progress. He felt that 
victory would make his army the Idol 
of the people and that their monarch 
would shine in tho reflected glory of 
their mnrtlal achievements. A suc- 
cessful war, he believed, would set so- 
cialism back a hundred years. 

Certain It Is the war brought no 
change In the knlscr's personal habits. 
Even to curry favor with the socialis- 
tic element he never unbent to the 
slightest degree in bis outwnrd dis- 
play of kingly attributes. In all his 
curecr the German people had never 
seen 'their knlser other than In his 
roynl uniform, nnd nt all mllitnry pa- 
rades or reviews ho always rode a 
white horse, that ho might be most 
conspicuous, nnd boro the roynl maco 
»\vhlch his ancestors had carried centu- 
ries before him. With the death 
struggle between medieval monarchy 
and democracy raging about him the 
knlser was determined to yield not a 
tittle of his prerogatives. His auto- 
mobile still made Its coming known by 
Its distinctive "tnde-tada-ta-ta" nnd 
tho royal palaces were maintained In 
all their nccustomed pomp. 

But while the knlser's armies were 
trlumphnnt in the field, tho principle 
which he was combating wns every- 
where, gaining ground. On March 15, 
1017, the czar abdicated and Russln, 
whose autocratic fornrof government 
hnd long been the envy of the German 
aristocracy, became a republic I 

"The downfall of the Russian em- 
pire was brought about by Englnnd 
because she feared that the czar was 
about to make a soparnto peace," the 
knlser commented to me. "As n mat- 
ter of fact, however, neither the cznr 
nor his government ever nppronched 
us on thnt subject, nnd when Englnnd 
overthrew the Russlnn monnrchy she 
defented her very purpose. With tho 
czar oa the throne Russln would prob- 
nbly have gone on fighting us." 

Although the knlser bore no particu- 
Inr love for the czar, whom ho was 
fighting, ho had no desire to convert 
tho empire Into a democracy, and his 
bitterness townrd Englnnd for what 
ho thought wns her part In the estab- 
lishment of the Russian republic was 
vefy pronounced. 

When, n few months later, tho abdi- 
cation of the' czar was followed by the 
abdication of King Constantino of 
Greeco, the kaiser sustained .another 
blow which hurt him more than tho 



and Italy arc already controlled by 
them, and America nnd England are 
rapidly following their exnmplel" 

The knlser regarded the German 
people us his own property to do with 
as ho liked. When I referred to the 
"German people" in conversation he 
would delicately correct me by refer- 
ring In his reply to "my people." 
When, for instance, I snld on one oc- 
casion, "I understand, your majesty, 
that the Gennnn people are anxious 
for peace," he answered, "Yes, Davis, 
my people are strongly In favor of 
peace, but they want a German peace 
—no allied peace I" 

He believed that Just as the universe 
Is ruled by God so should the earth 
bo dominated by un earthly ruler and 
that God hod selected him for the task. 
To displnce him in favor of a repub- 
lican form of government, to substi- 
tute a ruler elected by the people for 
a monarch deslgnnted by God wns In 
his opinion the hnsest sort of sacrilege, 
and the unfortunate part of It all was 
that the mujorlty of his people co- 
incided with him. They preferred to 
be ruled by a hand of iron rather than 
to rule themselves. Some day they 
may be awakened to the blessings of 
self-government, but up to tho present 
time they have not shown the slightest 
indication that they would prefer to 
rule than be ruled, and becnuso they 
eubmlt so willingly to tho knlser's dom- 
ination he hns become obsessed with 
the idea that the rest of the world 
should follow suit.

ns there is no silver In the combina- 
tion. This publication. says: "If the 
nickel Is taken from an 18 per cent 
CJermnn silver alloy only a 'two nnd 
one'- brass will remain. "Why not then 
cnll the compound •nickel-brass,' or,. if 
commercial objections aro too strong 
to be overcome nt once, why not call it 
nickel nlloy? The various contents of 
nickel may bo designated by utilizing 
(he different percentages that the nl- 
loy contnins. Thus, 4, 0, 8, 10, 12, 15, 
18 per cent, etc., nickel-alloy. It Is a 
fact that some manufacturers are al- 
ready designating the material now 
being sold ns 'Sheffield plate,* as 'sil- 
ver-plate on a nickel base.' Wo see 
no reason why the same argument 
docs not apply to tho alloy being called 
nickel-silver."

People in Control. ( 
London, Oct. 28.— The German 
reiehstag by n great majority has 
adopted a bill placing the military 
command under control of the civil 
government, according to an Exchange 
Telegraph dispatch from Copenhagen. 
This action followed fast upon the 
announcement In Berlin that Gen, 
Krlch Ludendorff, first quartermaster 
general and called "the brains" of the 
German army, had resigned. 

The kaiser accepted his resignation 
and placed him in the unattached list. 
May Accept Allies' Terms. . 
The resignation of General Luden- 
dorff is popularly Interpreted here as 
heralding Germany's ncceptance of the 
allies' armistice terms. Whether this 
Interpretation Is correct, tjie resigna- 
tion of the first quartermaster-general 
cannot fall to seriously nffeet the 
morale of the German army. 

The Socialist Vorwaerts of Berlin 
prints the proposed text of the reform 
bill, .which Includes the following pro- 
visions : 

"First— Wnr can only bo declared 
with the sanction of the reiehstag nnd 
the bundesrnt. 

"Second— The chancellor 
remain In power while he 
the confidence of the reiehstag. 
Curb for Kaiser. 
"Third— The chancellor will be re- 
sponsible for the political actions of 
the kaiser and the chancellor and min- 
istry will bo responsible for their 
tenure of ofllce to the reiehstag nnd 
bundesrnt. 

"Fourth— The appointment, promo- 
tion and dismissal of olllcers of the 
army and navy can only be effective 
by the signature of the chancellor. The 
ministers of war .will be held respon- 
sible for the same by the reiehstag." 
Saxon Ministry Quite. 
A dispatch from Berlin suvs tho 
reiehstag on Friday passed In 'all its 
stages the bill amending the law re- 
lating to the government of Alsace- 
Lorraine. 

According to a Dresden telegram, 
the Saxon Stute Gazette announces 
that In view of the reorganization of 
the Saxon government the king has ac- 
cepted the resignation of the Saxon 
ministry. 

Other developments, tending to con- 
firm the belief in the approaching sur- 
render of Germany, Austrla-Hungory 
and Turkey are contnined In 
patches.

Zurich, Oct. 28.-The Croatian re- 
volt at Flume, the Austrian naval base 
on the Adriatic, is /spreading and has 
been followed by outbreaks through- 
out Croatia. Seven hundred persons 
have been killed in new riots, It is re- 
ported from Budapest. 



Berne, via Purls, Oct. 20.— Austria: 
Hungary, In a note answering Presi- 
dent Wilson's last inessage to her, ac- 
cepts all of his conditions for an arm- 
istice and peuce. 

The text of the note as received 
here, omits for the first time in the 
dunl monarchy's history the words 
"Imperial und royal"- as u preflex to 
"government." It speaks throughout 
of "the Austro-Uungarlan govern- 
ment." The text follows : 

Basel, Oct. 20.— The text of the Aus- 
trian reply to President Wilson reads: 

"Austro-IIungary, accepting all the 
conditions the president lias laid down 
for tho entry Into negotiations for an 
armistice and peace, no obstacle ex- 
ists, according to our Judgment of the 
Austro-IIungarlan government to the 
beginning of these negotiations. 

"The Austro-IIungarlan goverment 
declares Itself ready. In consequence 
without awaiting the result of other 
negotiations, to enter Into negotia- 
tions upon peace between Austro-Hun- 
gury and the states in the opposing 
group and for an Immediate armistice 
upon all Austro-Hungarlan fronts. 

"It asks President Wilson to be so 
kind as to begin overtures on this sub- 
ject." | 

The Austro-Hungarlan foreign min- 
ister Instructed the Austro-IIungarlan 
minister at Stockholm to ask the 
Swedish government to send the fol- 
lowing note to the Washington gov- 
ernment : 

In reply, to the note of President 
Wilson of the lSlh (19th?) of this 
month, addressed to the Austro-Hun- 
garlan government and giving tho de- 
cision of tjie president to speak di- 
rectly with the Austro-Hungarlan gov- 
ernment on the question of an armis- 
tice and of peace, the Austro-IIungarl- 
an government has the honor to de- 
clare that equally with the preceding 
proclamations of tho president. It ad- 
heres also to the same point of view 
eon talned In the last note upon the 
rights of tho Austro-Hungarlan peo- 
ples, especially those of the Czecho- 
slovaks and the Jugo-Sinvs. 

"Consequently, Austrlu-IIungarv ue- 
cepts all the conditions." 

What Wilson Said. 
In his reply lo Austria-Hungary Octo- 
ber 19 President Wilson said that events 
or utmost Importance had uttered* the at- 
titude and responsibility o/ the United 
Htules slnco his speech of January 8, tho 
roe.rieon points of which were accented 
by AuslrlM. The president added that 
In the Interim the United States hud rec- 
sjpilxcil the Csucho-Slovuks ns a hMllg- 
erent. and had recognized the aspirations 
of the Juno-Slavs for freedom. 
He continued: 

"The president Is therefore no longer at 
Derty to accept the mere 'autonomy' of 
these peoples .is a basis of peace, hut is 
SiW 1? Insist, that they and not he 
shall be the Judges of what action on the 
part of the Austro-Hungarlan govern- 
ment will satisfy their aspirations and 
Uielr conception of their rights and des- 
tiny as members of the family of na- 
tions." •

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The Shock of 'Peace 



When will the war be over? Millions in their hearts hope thatit 
maybe soon, but thinking mau may well fear the consequences of a 
peace which finds ua unprepared. 

Let us picture the arrival of peace. All the world's millions will bo 
wild with joy. The expectation of sacrifice, privation and death will be 
supplanted with a frantic relief. The look ahoad down the long hard 
road' of war iustautly will be wiped out and iu itsplace will come hap- 
piness and a new atmosphere filled with rosy visions. 

But, oh! the cold, gray dawn of tho morning after, when we bathe 
our heads in an icy common sense and face the facts of a world half- 
destroyed, of cities uprooted, of manufactures diverted from their normal 
course, of industries all twisted from their old foundations, of whole 
populations deflected from the wonted ways they must again learn to. 
travel. 

Let us be selfish foi a- moment and blot out tho awful picture of 
Europe. Let us consider only our own United States which war has a? 
yet apparently so lightly touched. 

Do you realize that at least ten millions of laborers are employed 
today in filling war orders, in making munitions for war, and in supply- 
ing with food, clothing and otherwise, our armies in the field? Do you 
realize that ou tho declaration of peace the United States will have in 
uniform in the army and navy four or five million men? 

What will happen to affect these soldiers and these laborers? Tho 
first thing probably will bo the Cancellation of war orders. Every fac- 
tory, every industry Organized on a war basis will be obliged, in the 
space of a few clays, to place itself on a peace basis and iu doing this it 
will face the starli unknown. 

If there are two million or more American soldiers iu France it may 
require two years to bring them all home, but many of them will return 
immediately. Meanwhile, and this as soon as peace is declared, those 
assembled in cantonments in this country maybe disbanded. What" 
are these soldiers going to do, their former occupations largely goueand 
coming back to a world where industries are partly if not wholly stag- 
nant, where offices are filled with substitutes, where factories are closing 
down? 

We are floating now in the high tide of an artificial war commercial 
-activity. How many have saved the extra wages earned? How many 
.are ready to meet a protracted period of unemployment? 

Of course, employers will make every possible haste to switch their 
factories over to peace products and to reconnect with peace markets and 
peace customers. But all this takes time. 

Each man should ask himself, — what has he saved, what place has 
he ready to jump into when the one he now occupies is taken from him 
either by shutting down of the work or by the return of soldiers to whom 
the country owes first care. 

Remember, too, that this shock of peace will hit us at a -moment 
when the cost of living is at its pinnacle. Never before in our history 
will bread have cost so much, never before in our history will clothing, 
fuel and the essentials of life have been so high. Millions will face on 
-oneside the chasm of unemployment and on the other the. mountain 
peak of the highest prices ever known for living essentials. 

What will happen when demagogues may appear on every hand to 
preach anarchy and fear aud envy aud distrust and when the demago- 
gue has for an audience not only those of his own ilk but the vast army 
compelled against its will to be idle and hungry? 

Then through the streets of the cities may lie heard the hollow clink 
of the empty dinner pail. Then through the stagnant factory aisles 
•may wander the underfed workers. Then will millions call upon t those 
who have been temporarily their for a terrible accounting. 

That we may have a better idea of what this initial era of peace may . 
be, let us go back to the pinio of 1893. Let us take from history one 
startling essential fact. The consumption of wheat in 1893 was largely 
.reduced. 

Think what it means to have a large part of the normal amount of 
wheat bread taken from the millions, the hundred millions! Bread .is 
"the last thing which a human being denies himself. If people are buy- 
ing less than their ordinary amount of bread, how much less do you 
imagine they will purchase of automobiles or furs or diamonds? If peo- 
ple are forced to buy less than their normal supply of bread, what be- 
comes of the steel industry, what becomes of the coal mines, what be- 
comes of the thousands of factories manufacturing every conceivable 
kind of material, what happens to the transportation facilities that con- 
vey the freights which are composed of these materials; what happens 
to the banks who supply the credit which' supplies the money to meet 
the pay-rolls of these industries, of these factories, of these transporta- 
tion systems ? 

What happens in such a condition to the farmer when he looks for 
a market for his crops and finds that the bank, having contracted its 
credit, has contracted every phase of industry so that no one is able to 
buy to the extent he once did the food the 'farmer grows? 2 What hap- 
pens to the farmer when the prices of the. foodstuff* fall lower]and there 
is no desirable market even for the little which he half-heartedly grows? 
That which happens to the farmer, to the luborer, to the. business 
man, to tho clerk, to the professional man and to the finaucier is that 
which happens to the entile complicated structure of the nation. 

It is panic. It happened in 1893, in a Democratic administration, 
aud the effects of jt were felt in this country for four years until a con- 
structive republican administration came into power and again filled the 
American dinner-pail and again set the American nation on its feet. 

• It is not the purpose here to frighten. It' may- be neceesary first to 
frighten so that we may realize that the situation that this cgjuifcry may. 
face is imminently dangerous. But. unless this flight produces a con- 
structive action nothing is accomplished. If we are not frighteued that 
we may be prepared, then we continue iu idle dreams of tho automatic 
prosperity.qf peace, until stern reality overtakes us.

Measure Will Not Be Reported Until 

After Election, Says Senator 

Simmons. 

Washington, Oct. 20.— The war rev-

senate until after the November elec- 
tions. Senator Simmons, chairman of 
the senate finance committee, which Is 
revising the house draft of the meas- 
ure, announced that the committee 
deems It utterly Impossible to complete 
Its revision and return the redrafted 
measure to the senate by October 20, 
when leaders plan for congress to re- 
cess until November 12. 



Military Deficiency Measure, Carrying 

$6,345,523,688, Reported 
to Senate. 

Washington, Oct. 20.— In lieu of the 
taxes on estates proposed In the house 
war revenue bill, the senate finance 
committee In Its revision adopted n 
plan of taxing Inheritances of .$10,000 
nnd more, at rates to be fixed later. 
The committee also decided to reduce 
to $2.20 per gallon the tax on distilled 
spirits used for industrial, medicinal 
ami other nonbevernge purposes. 

The new tux proposes that inheri- 
tances received by heirs, Instead of es- 
tates left by deceased persons, shall 
be the subjects of federal taxation, af- 
ter state Inheritance taxes are Im- 
posed. 

The revenue of the government prob- 
ably would be half of the $110,000,- 
000 levy on estates proposed In the 
house bill, lleturns from life Insur- 
ance policies under $25,000 would not 
be taxed under the committee's plan. 
Reduction of the rate on nonbever- 
nge distilled spirits nnd alcohol or- 
dered by the committee was said to be 
in response .to Interests urging It In 
order to stimulate production of spir- 
its needed for munitions and also to re- 
duce the cost of medicines. The 
liouse had fixed the tux at $1.40 per 
gallon. Recently the senate commit- 
tee reduced that to $3.20 nnd today to 
$2.20 per gallon, which Is the rate un- 
der present law. 

House and senate conferees on the 
■emergency 'agricultural appropriation 
bill with Its amendments for national 
wartime prohibition, failed to break 
their deadlock in the rent profiteering 
section and decided to report a dis- 
agreement. 

The military deficiency bill, carrying 
$0,345,5221,(188, only a slight decrease 
from the original house draft, was re- 
ported to the senate today by the ap- 
propriations committee. Anticipating 
speedy passage of the bill by the sen- 
ate, the house Interrupted Its three- 
day recess program and adjourned un- 
til tomorrow so that no delay might 
result In sending the measure to con- 
ference.

In all conferences that may be held 
Colonel House will deal with matters 
purely political; Gen. T\*H. Bliss will 
handle the purely military mutters, 
and Admiral Benson will deal with 
naval questions. Admiral Benson's 
presence will Insure thut the navy has 
adequate representation by a full rank- 
ing oil leer, as he is the ranking ad* 
mlral of the navy. 

Paris, Oct. 28. — An enormous crowd 
assembled before the relchstag build- 
ing In Berlin Thursday, calling for the 
abdication of Emperor William and 
the formation of a republic, according 
to a special dispatch from Zurich to 
L'lnformntlon.

Congressional Record of a speech by

Mr. Watson — Yesterday the senn- 
tor from Illinois (J. Hamilton Lewis) 
made the statement that we should 
follow the president; that In the day 
of stress, In the time of storm, nnd 
In the hour of peril we should hear 
only the voice of the chief executive. 

Let me call the senntor's attention 
to the fact that a marvelous change 
has come over tho spirit of his dreams. 
I recall that during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war .he was a member of the' 
house of representatives. In that body 
at that time he made "n speech, and 
I wish to read a portion of It to show 
the marked difference between his 
views then nnd those which he an- 
nounced with such cogency and force 
on the floor of the sennte yesterday. 
Spanish-American War Record. 

In that speech delivered In the 
house of representatives on- May 3, 
1805, J. TTumllton Lewis said: 

"I have listened too often, Mr. 
Speaker, to the constant cry of 'pa- 
triotism' as the reason for leglslntlng 
mensure after measure here, and only 
the other day we heard from our hon- 
orable friends on the other side that 
patriotism should always drive us Into 
the line of nctlor. which shall exe- 
cute the desire of the other side, Ir- 
respective of any virtue or vice of the 
measure." 

Does not that have n homelike sound? 
(Laughter.) 

"On this side of the house there 
arises now nnd then, as did niy friend 
from New York, Amos Cummlugs (Dem- 
ocrat) who advised this assembly that 
he 'put his country above party,' and 
under that cry certain gentlemen on 
the floor, under his leadership, calling 
themselves Democrats, found It agree- 
able to support the measure mort-

Mr. Wntson : (continuing)— The qucs- 
l tion came- before, the house of repre- 
sentatives as to .whether or not they 
should vote a bond Issue of $000,000,-

administration 'In. the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. Wns not that , the voice 
of the president? Was not that the 
volqe of the commander In chief? Was 
not that.to carry on the military pro- 
gram? But my friend (J. 'Hamilton 
Lewis) ■voted "No;" and not only that, 
but he wanted to rend everybody, out 
of his party' who did not vote with 
him.
